A com- 
modore rules a district, which is sub- 
divided into three other districts 
commanded by vice-commodores, all 
under the supervision of the general 
nuperintendent 
at. national 
head- 


quarters. The funds of the corps are 
received from State and city appro- 
priations, and are also contributed 
by public spirited people. At each 
station the members of one crew are 
always ready to be summoned* An 
impression prevails that these men 
are paid for their services. As a mat- 
ter of fact, they receive no compen- 
sation and the only rewards are 
medals for bravery. 
They supply 


their own uniform and badge, and 
many of the crews give entertain- 
ments to raise funds to defray the 
expense of uniforms badges, etc. In 
the City of New York alone there are 
4!)0 
stations, with 3,500 members 


and 750 rowboats devoted to the ser- 
vice. The corps build stations at 
dangerous points, where there are 
no boathousese or docks. 


Any person IS years of age, sound 


In body and morals, may became a 
member of the service. One crew, 
composed of women, has done excel- 
lent work. Members must be pro- 
ficient in the use of oars and boats, 
and in swimming, diving, rescuing 
and resuscitation, as a moment's de- 
lay may cost a life. 
Everything is 


conducted in military order, the offi- 
cers being sainted the same as they 
are in the United States Army. 


The members ot the United States 


Life Saving Corps have made an ex- 
cellent record during the past eleven 
years. They have saved 6,250 lives 
and have been awarded 1,575 med- 
als for heroic rescues from drowning.

Letter In WMch He Aim Hit Many 


View* 


Winston Churchll's letter in reply 


to the solicitation that be enter the 
state gubernatorial contest follows1: 


July 4, 1906. 


To the Committee of the Lincoln 


Republican Club, Concord, N. H. — 
Gentlemen: I have considered very 
carefully the letter which I have had 
the honor to reciev from you asking 
me to be a candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Governor and 
pledging me your support. The con- 
dit^ons of which you speak have long 
been known to those citizens who 
have come in contact with the gov- 
ernment of their state, and I believe 
that they are at last realized by a 
largo majority of the people 
who 


have not hitherto taken an interest 
in politics. These conditions, deplor- 
able as they are, are not peculiar to 
New Hampshire, but exist in greater 
or Jess- degree all over l"he Union, ex- 
cept In those states in which the peo- 
ple have been aroused and are al- 
read'y talking' back their government 
Into their own hands. 
During the 


two sessions in w'hich 1 have been 
in the Legislature I have had a.n qp- 
portunity to study the political sys- 
tem by which this state is wrongful- 
Ij controlled, and I have at last come 
to the conclusion w'hich is in your 
minds, that good government in New 
Hampshire as in other states, can on- 
ly be restored in one way — by a di- 
rect appeal to the people. They can 
always be depended1 upon; and if 
they wilj go into the caucuses and 
nominate their own candidates to flic 
conventions i^t will be an easy matter 
lor them to resume the reins of gov- 
ernment.

Out at Butte, Mont, where the great 


stamping mills arid ore-concentrating 
works have turned the mountain city 
into a titanic inferno of tall chimneys 
belching black and sulphurous tumes, 
stands one tremendous tower, the tup 
of which is 350 feet above the ground, 
says the Mechanical World. 


When its erection was planned 
the 


first idea was to build it of brick. That 
would ha\e required a thickness of 12 
or 16 feet of masonry at its base. But 
a construction engineer from Chicago 
was called into consultation. He pro- 
posed that the huge chimney be built 
of concrete and. with some misgivings, 
the plan was adopted. 


He prepared a foundation six feet 


deep, 12x12, of concrete, with a num- 
ber of steel reenforcing rods. 
Begin- 


ning at the ground level, he carried 
two thin conciete shells upward for 
100 feet. The outer one is only nine 
inches in thickness, while, separated 
by four inches ot space from this, ia 
an inner shell flve inches thick. At a 
height of 100 feet these two unite into 
a single seven-inch shell of concrete, 
•which extends skyward until the vast 
height of 350 feet is reached. 


This chimney, many 
feet 
higher 


than our modern city aky scrapers, is 
therefore composed of but 14 inches of 
concrete at the base and half that 
amount for the upper 250 feet. It is 
not of plain concrete, but is reenforced 
both horizontally and vertically with 
a number of small steel rods, which 
were held in place until the concrete 
had been deposited around them, mak- 
ing a reenforced concrete body su- 
perior in every way to both steel and 
brick masonry. There are in the Unit- 
ed States scores of these wonderful 
chimneys.

Nathaniel Hawthorne immortalized 
ta his "Rappaclnis" Daughter," are 
Supposed to be able to kill a person 
by breath or touch, and tho Indian 
Government has no more succeeded 
In exterminating them than infant 
marriages and other Indian pecu- 
liarities. 


Indian medicine men and priests 


knew long before Professor Koch 
and other European alienists that 
the persistent consumption of pois- 
ons makes the body immune against 
poisoning. 
Accordingly potentates, 


priests and others who had occasion 
to wish for the death of certain per- 
sons every little while kept on hand 
a number of poison-fed individuals 
to send to the persons that they 
wished to do away with. Both boys 
and girls were trained for this niur- 
deious office, principally girls. 


The Indian princes caused beauti- 


ful and healthy female children to be 
put under the care of physicians and 
medicine men soon after they were 
born. The medicine men strewed tha 
floor under tlie ba"by's cradle with, 
dried helmet-flower, or monk's hood, 
that is such from which the deadly 
poison, aconite, had been partially 
extracted. After a few months un- 
prepared monk's hood was placed 
under the cradle and In vases ia 
baby's chamber. Later the fresh 
flower was installed and baby was 
allowed to play with it and 10 suck it. 


Still later a mild solution of acon- 


ite was added to baby's milk and 
other food after a graduating scale. 
As the little bodies became more and 
more used to the poison, the doses 
were increased, and usually when a 
girl was ten or twelve she could eat 
aconite in the same quantities as 
some arsenic eaters devour that poi- 
f,on. 


Jt Is a fact, though, that few hu-j 


man natures can stand the aconite} 
treatment. We are told of an Indiani 
prince who succeeded only in raising; 


j one rolson girl out of more than a 


hundied. But this poison girl was so 
venomous that nobody and nothing 
could live in the house she Inhabit- 
ed, bcit.i h.iman beings and animals 
dviny; f;om breathing the same air 
as she. 


This particular poison girl whom, 


nature had endowed to capture a 
man's heart, was used by the Indian 
prince- at various times to murder 
jietondci-R by a single kiss, to rob 
his or.omv 's army of it's leader, to 
kill off inconvenient relatives 
and 


officials.
